candidate declare himself on votes 
for women. 


Three policemen fought with her 


for several minutes while Governor 
Wilson stood at the front edge of 
the stage, and yelled as loud as she 
could: 


"Stop that, gentlemen, stop that; 


I beg of you, do not put her out." 


"Gentlemen, stop thatf" 
His voice never reached the bal- 


cony, where the struggle 
was 
in 


progress. Miss Malone fought to re- 
sist the police while the whole aud- 
ience of 4,000 of 5,000 people stood 
up. screamed, gasped, • hissed 
or 


cheered 
Governor 
Wilson 
had 


reached that point 
in 
his 
speech 


where he declared against 
private 


monopoly and urged that it be bro- 
ken up, when the tall, grim figure 
of Miss Malone rose in the third row 
of the balcony. 


"Ho-w about woman suffrage, gov- 


ernor? You say you want to break 
up monopoly 
Men have a mono- 


poly on suffrage now." 


Instantlv the theatre was in an 


uproar. Cries of "Throw her out!" 
"Shut up," "Sit down," rose above 
the tumult of hisses and 
cheers. 


Gov Wilson raised both arms and 
restored order for a. moment 


"Do not be rude to a woman," 


he said. 
Addressing her he bowed 


and said: 


"What is your question, Madam?" 
Miss 
Malone 
repeated it 
and 


again the storm broke 
Again Gov- 


ernor Wilson stilled it, and said. 


"That is not in any sense a Na- 


tional question and I am here as 
representative of e national party 
only." 


A buist of applause and cheera 


greeted this statement but when it 
had died out, Mies 
Malone 
w*» 


atill en the job. 
She called down 


again: 


"Then 1 appeal to you as an 


American,* 


This time Governor Wilson could 


not restore order. 
The whale the- 


atre eeemed to rise and 
demand 


Miss Malone's expulsion. An usher 
crowded through the aisle to her 
but she paid no attention 
to him 


until he took hold of her 
arm. 


Then she shook him off. He re- 
treated and came back with ihree 
policemen. 


'A dozen men near Miss Malone 


jumped to their feet 
and 
wsTsd 


small flags, which had been placed 
on each spat in the 
theater, 
and 


yelled: "Let her 
alone!" 
"Take 


your hands off her'" "Don't touch 
that woman!" But the cries "Throw 
her out" were stronger 
and the 


cops did so in spite 
of 
Governor 


Wilson's frantic appeals 
from be- 


low, which they did not hear. 


Seizing her about the waist and 


pinning her arms to her body, the 
officers carried her on the run to a 
fire exit of the balcony and disap- 
peared. 


When the uproar was stilled again 


Governor Wilson, looking very sol- 
emn, said: 


"Ladies and gentlemen, 
I am 


sure the lady ought not to consider 
it a discourtesy If I decline to ans- 
wer her questions at this time, but 
I want to say this is a very serious 
thing. 
She 
was 
ejected 
much 


against my will. I had rather tbe 
meeting had been broken up than 
that she should have been removed. 
I appreciate the feelings 
of 
per- 


sons of strong convictions that they 
have the right to

about the things about,which they 
are so deeply interested, but I feel

reached that point

where he declared against 
private 


monopoly and urged that it be bro- 
ken up, when the tall, grim figure 
of Miss Malone rose in the third row 
of the balcony. 


"Ho-w about woman suffrage, gov- 


ernor? You say you want to break 
up monopoly 
Men have a mono- 


poly on suffrage now." 


Instantlv the theatre was in an
